Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re

presentatives of the United States of America
n Congress assembled, J hat

sums be, and hereby are, appropriated out of
any money in tbe treasury not otherwise ap-
propriated, for the objects hereinafter express-
ed for the Year pndinc the thirtieth dav of
June, one thoupand eight hundred and forty-nin- e,

namely :

Legislative. For compensation and mile
age of senators and members of the House of
Representatives and delegates, three hundred
and eighty-eig- ht thousand four hundred and
forty dollars.

For compensation of the officers and clerks
of bolh houses of Congress, thirty-nin- e thou- - 4n
sand five hundred and fifty-seve- n dollars and
fifty cents.

For stationery, fuel, printing, and all other
contingent expenses of the Senate, seventy-fiv- e

thousand dollars.
